TRIBAL COUNCIL BUSINESS 

The council met o« February 8, 1954 for one week. 
The first day was set aside for televising the meeting. 
Mr. Ahkeah pointed out that the Navajo Tribal govern¬ 
ment is made up like that of the United States. In ad¬ 
dition to operating a representative type government, 
the Council and Advisory committee are responsible for 
tribal enterprise operation. Mr. Ahkeah then reviewed 
the agenda for the council. Later he told about his 
trip to Washington with Howard Gorman and Maxwell 
Yazzie. This trip to Washington was to attend con¬ 
gressional hearings on the Shiprock-San Juan irrigation 
project. 

In addition Mr. Ahkeah discussed briefly, the Bim¬ 
son Report, the Molone Bill, proposed increase use of 
KGAK in Gallup for Navajo Language broadcast, and 
natural gas distribution to tribal members. 

After this various members discussed vital matters 
which were for tribal consideration and which were re¬ 
corded by television cameras. (To be continued in April 
Issue.)

WHfeN DEATH COMES FOR THE NAVAJO 
(The Prades' Trail) 

Ordinarily the Navajos do not embalm their dead. 
They know little about the process and there are further¬ 
more no morticians or undertakers or funeral directors 
on the reservation. Thus, when a Navajo dies, he usually 
is buried as soon as possible after death, particularly in 
the summer time. 

Sometimes Indians will bring a corpse, or rather, have 
it brought, to the mission and ask the padre to provide 
o coffin. 

Burial in the olden days was made simply by wrapping 
the corpse in a blanket, lowering it into a grave, and 
strewing tree branches over it before covering with earth. 
Later, when lumber became available, a box of roug^ 
boards was made just large enough to hold the body and 


articles of clothing that were buried with It. 

Navajo superstition does not allow the Indians to live 
in a house in which some one has died. If burial does not 
take place in the building itself, the structure is either 
set on fire, or, if not destroyed, the door is left open, a 
hole broken into the north wall and it is abandoned and 
left to decoy. 

In order to save a hogan from this manner of destruc¬ 
tion, the dying patient will sometimes be carried to a 
hastily constructed and less durable brush shelter or o 
cone-shaped frame of logs, which may then be destroyed 
without much loss. 

In years past ch'indi hogan could be found olmost ony- 
where in the Navajo country and in practically every 
stage of disintegration of the building usually indicated 
whether death hod occurred within its walls a long time' 
before or only recently. In 1904 Fr. Leopold wrote obout 
an Indian living near St. Michoels who had built himself 
one of the finest hogons in the neighborhood. When his 
wife became ill and appeared to be near death's door, 
he built a temporary hogan nearby and removed her thi¬ 
ther until she would die or recover. The old lady regained 
her health, but the hogan remained standing so that it 
might serve its particular purpose whenever the need 
might later arise. 

The reason for abandoning or destroying a death house 
is that Navajo believe it to be haunted by a ch’indi or 
evil spirit; it is'therefore tabooed and none of the mater¬ 
ial of which it has been made may be put to any use. 
At no price will o Navajo of the older generation eat food 
prepared over a fire made with such moterial and, even 
though he were in danger of freezing to death, he would 
refuse to build a fire with ch'indi wood. 

Mony years ago Indians used to come to the mission 
at Fort Defiance to stay over night in the basement near 
the boiler. A good friend of mine was just about reody to 
retire when he spied a pile of logs in the corner of the 
coal bin. Suspecting that the wood was ch'indi, and since 
I could not convince him of the contrary, he decided to 
find another place to sleep.

The other half of the time in the 4th and 5th year, 
pupils learn about their vocation. They learn about how to 
do their jobs safely so they will not have accidents. During 
this year pupils do more work and harder work, getting 
ready to go out on permanent jobs.

The Nava well-for $17,000 has been completed. It 
flows three gallons a minute.

Rock. Tests are being run before purchase and instal¬ 
lation of pump. The Dennehotso project for$4,000 is in 
some stage as Standing Rock. 

Water has been proven at a location in Seba Dalkai 
area. This project is for $12,000. Soon work will begin. 

The United States Geologic Survey is making records 
of well at Kayenta. When these are completed pump will 
be installed. 

A project at Window Rock has been canceled. This 
$35,000 has been diverted to Pine Springs and other 
projects. At Pine Springs plans are being made to drill 
a well at the school. 

A project for $15,000 is being set up at Huerfano. 
This project will begin as soon as survey report is finish¬ 
ed.

The congress of American Indians met in Phoenix. 
Fifty one tribes were represented. 

Nineteen resolutions were enacted. Included in the re¬ 
solutions were the following; (1) every child should have 
an opportunity for common school education; (2) every 
Indian should have an opportunity for medical services; 

(3) job placement and relocation should be continued; 

(4) Indian welfare should be assisted by federal govern¬ 
ment; (5) opposition to withdrawal of federal services to 
Indians; (6) urge full consultation of federal agencies 
with tribes on proposed legislation; (7) asked recognition 
by federal government of the power of tribal governments 
and organizations; (8) asked return of reservation 
mineral rights to tribes; ,(9) asked the government to 
keep its treaties with Indian tribes; (10) called for a 
non-partisan advisory committee to assist federal govern¬ 
ment; (11) opposition the "area director" setup in 
Bureau of Indian Affairs; (12) take a strong hand 
against subversive elements and reaffirm Indians loyalty 
to United States and; (13) asked an appropriation for an 
Indian claims commission to speedly handle pending 
claims.

To use the English language is not os easy os using 
the Navajo language. But my teacher says that I 'al¬ 
ready know the Navajo language and that I must not 
use Navajo here at school; but 1 must always say all 
thoughts in English so that I can learn to say every 
thought in English. Then I will be able to speak well in 
two languages—in Navajo which I already know and 
in English which I have learned. 

I used English to make reports to my class about the 
things I do and about what I read. 1 talk to my friends 
•i; in English in the dormitory end dining room ond in vo¬ 
cational class and in walking around on the campus. At 
work I talk in English. 1 write letters in English and news 
and sometimes I write make up stories and sometimes 
true stories. I also write reports and stories for my tea¬ 
cher to check. I study meanings of words and try to use 
all my spelling words in sentences. 

English is a hard language because we do not use 
words in a sentence in Navajo os we use them in Eng¬ 
lish. In English I say "I want to go home." But in Nava¬ 
jo I would say, "Home go want I." So I must learn 
about the subject and the predicate of a sentence and 
about nouns and verbs and how to use modifiers. 

Yes, it is a very hard language to learn, but 1 am 
trying my best, because if I want to work and earn

They testified 
before the house interior and insular affairs committee 
about Navajo Dam and Shiprock project. 

Mr. Ahkeah said that the dam would make possible 
irrigation of os much as 129,000 areas. Now this area 
supports 100 families. With irrigation it would support 
1500 families. It is estimated that another 7,800 people 
could be profitably employed in the irrigation area. 

The cost of this project is estimated at $160 million.

This investigation was of all men over 50 who regis¬ 
tered at University of Minnesota Tumor Clinic. The In¬ 
vestigation was over a two year period. 

Twenty-six of 40 men with mouth cancer has chewed 
tobacco or used snuff for years. Eighteen of 23 patients 
had a condition which is considered precancerous. These 
23 were either tobacco chewers or users of snuff. 

The study showed mouth cancer usually developed 
after 15 or more years of continous exposure of mouth 
to tobacco.
